port of the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
showing in detail the receipts from each specific 
source of revenue from the creation of the In- 
terval Bureau to the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1878. The annual receipts from the State of 
New York were largely in excess of those re- 
ved from any other State. During the past 
two vears Ulindis has led the column, pay- 
ing $237,358 more than was paid by New York in 
1874, and $2,395,745 more in 1875. The total re- 
ceipte for New York State for the year were 
$15,200,898.

THE BANK TAXES. 

Wasurnaton, D. C., Nov. 15.—The following 
report of taxation apon the capital. deposits, and 
eirculacion of banks and bankers is a supplement 
to the report of the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue: Sinee the organization of National 
Banks, the amount realized from these sources 
to the close of the fiscal year was $64,939,374. 
The amount realized during the last fiscal year 
was $7,270,758. The amount paid by National 
Banks on deposits alone during the period of 
their existence up to June 30, 1375, was 80.18, 
028. The amonut paid during the last fiscal year 
was $3,427,576. 

The Commissioner calls attention tothe ex- 
emption on deposits in savings-banks. He says 
by the existing law deposits made by anv person 
are not liable to tax unless they exceed $7,000. 
If, save the Commissioner, deposits in these so- 
called savings institutions are thought a proper 
subject for exemption from taxation, where they 
are employed with such profitable results, it 
were better to return to the rule adopted by Con- 
gress in 1866, when deposits made by any oue 
person in excess of $500 were subject to taxa- 
tion.

SECRETARY BRISTOW'S REPORT.

THE POSTMASTER-GENERAL’S REPORT. 
SYNOPSIS OF AN ACCOMPANYING DOCUMENT. 
Special Dispatch o The Chicago Tribune, 

Wasuarnoton, D. C., Nov. 15.—The Postmaster- 
General has completed his annual report. He 
read it to-day to the President from proof-slips. 
The report js shorter than usual. Mr. Tyner, 
Second Assigtant Postmaster-General, hae pre- 
pared a letter containing the leading facts re- 
lative to the transportation of the mails, to 
which the Postmaster-General refers in his re- 
port. The following, is a synopsis of Tyner's 
letter: The transportation of domestic mails is 
depominated iniaud mail traesportation to dis- 
tinguish it from the service required in convey- 
ing foreign mails. It consists of three innds of 
service: 1. Such as is performed by railroads, 
whose compensation is determined by the weight 
of the mails abd raiiway Post-Oflice cars provided. 
The law suthorizes the Postmaster-General to 
contract with railway companies for carrying the 
mails without advertising therefor. 2. Steam- 
boat service, which may be contracted for 
with or without advertising. as the Postmaster- 
General may believe the public interest and con- 
venience shall require. 3. All other service than 
that performed by railways aod steamb ats, aud 
known in the Department as Star service. 
The law requires that cootracts for carrying 
the mails on Star routes shell be 
made with the lowest bidder wm 
each case, who shall perform the service in ac- 
cordance with a previous advertisement there- 
for. During the fiscal year ended June 80, 1875, 
the cost of inland mail transportat on was as 
follows, to-wit: On 871 railroad routes, aggre- 
gating 70,083 miles in length, $9,216.518; on 
eighty-nine steamboat routes, aggregating 
16.788 miles in length, $684,130; on 
7,323 other routes designated as Star 
routes, aggregating 192,002 miles in length, 
$5,453,721 ; total cost during the last fiscal year, 


$15.853,369, which was an increase of 8,776 | 


miles in the length of routes over the preoeding 
year, and a decrease of $48,688 iu the cost there- 
ot. The appropriation to cover the expendi- 
ture for inland transportation during the pres- 
ent fiscal year is 617.548, 000. Ihe same sum is 
estimated for the next year. An appropriation for 
the next year, equa! to that provided for this year, 
will be sufficient, The law of March 3, 1873, fix- 
ing the compensation of railroads for carrying 
the mails, requires that their pay sball be read- 
justed on tae basis of the actaal weights of 
mails carried thereon once lu every period of 
not more than four years. At the close of the 
last fiscal year the mails were carried on eighty- 
four railroads in the United States whose pay 
bad not been dete:mined uoder the law, 
for the reason that no weights had 
taken of the mails they carried. 
cause of the delay in most of 
cases originated in carelesness and the failure of 
the companies to take said weight wheo asked 
0 do 80 by the Departments. Hence, it becomes 
necessary to recognize their service provisional- 
ly at the rates of pay under the previous laws. 
subject to readjustment on weights yet to be 
taken, which readjustment will ante-date July 1, 
1873, the date at which the existing law took 
effect. Ihe annual cost of service on such lines. 
and which is ‘recognized for paymeut 
quarterly, is $76,245,979. During the 
last fiscal year railway Post-Office 
cars were used on sixty-two lines of railroad, 
and 901 postal clerks were employed thereon at 
an annual cost of $1,122,640. Tue increase im 
the aggtegate falaries of postal cierks last vear 
over the preceding one was 6.09 per cent, while 
the appropriation for the current year is $1,257.- 
141, or 11.98 per cent more than the cost of last 
year. Since the close of the last fiscal year, 
orders have been issued for extending 
tnis class of service between Pittsburg 
ava St. Louis, and between Pittsburg and Cin- 
cinpati, and for iocreasing it by the addition of 
another daily line of postai-cars bet aten New 
York and Pittsburg, which will hke'y result in 
increasing the aggregate salaries of postal clerks 
in a greater per cent than the year before. It is 
believed, however, that the present appropria- 
tion will be ample to meet the increased ex- 
pense, but it is eafe to calculate thata further 
iocrease will be required for the next fiscal year. 
Hence it is recommended that an appropriation 
of 61.309, 447.20 be as«ed, which will be an in- 
crease of only 4.16 per cent of the appropriation 
for the current year. The appropriations asked 
for next year exceed those provided for this 
year in the sum of only $78,414.

Expected Immediate Increase of 
Rates to the East, 7 


The Millers of the Northwest Come Here 
to Meet the Railroad Men. 


The Supreme Court Decides that Railroads 
Need Not Bury Their Dead, 


Chicago's Misadventures with the Baltimore 
& Ohio Railroad, 


HIGH RATES. 
AN IMMEDIATE INCREASE TO BE MADE. 

The fear expressed in [uz Trisuns of yester- 
day that the managers of the railroads leading 
from this city, encouraged by the success their 
pool or combini has achieved thus far, would 
not stop with advance already made in the 
rates for frei ud passengers, but would con- 
tinue to raise the rates from time to time until 
they became so high that shippers would be 
compelled to keep their goods in otore until the 
opening of navigation or seek some otber chan- 
nels, will be realized sooner than was expected. 
Yesterday there arrived in this city the managers 


of the Michigan Southern, Michigan Central, 
Pittsburg & Fort Wayne, and Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroads, for the purpose of holding a meeting 
to-day to give the freight rates to the East 
another boost. It was generally expected that 
another advance would not be attempted until 
about the middle of December, when navigation 
was entirely closed. Yet somehow or other the 
covclusion was arrived at that the raise may 
just as well be attempted now. 
Before the pooling arrangements between the 
Eastern lines were made the tates on fourth- 
class freights were 30 cents, bat Owing 10 the 
sharp competition existiag between the various 
lines large shippers could easily make contracts 
at 2cents per 100. It is generally admitted 
that these rates were too low, and that the rail- 
roads were carrying freights at a joss. There- 
fore po fault was found when they raised the 
rates ov fourth-class to 45 cents per 100 pounda, 
whieh was thought to be jost and equtabie. 
Besides, shippers prefer to bare steady 
rates instead of beving teem  copiia- 
ualiy unsettied, not knowing what they 
will be the following day,—though they may 
have to pay a little more. Bat when the rates 
are screwed up so high that they virtually 
amount to a prehibition u becomes the duty or 
the shippers to protest agalurt it. ‘ 
There is but hitie duubt that before New- 
Year the rates to the East will be so bigh as to 
put an embargo on all shipments, which wul 
burt the roads more than the people, and 
probably have the effect of greatly endangermg. 
if not completely disrupting, the presen. com- 
bination. It will be found before long that the 
present alliance of the roads leading from 
Ob to the East will prove a great misfor- 
tune tbe bumneses interests of the city. It is 
the work of Col. Scott of the Pennsylvania Heil- 
road, whose desire it 1s to throw all the 
Western and South western business via St. Louis 
aud Indianapolis, and Vanderbilt aids him in 
this work becauge the former allows him to take 
ail or nearly all of the Northwestern business. 
That such is the case ean be seen by the fact 
that the roads leading from other points than 
Chicago to the East have not pooled their earn- 
iss, por eotered into a combination, and com- 
pediuon from those points continues as brisk as 
ever, while it has been completely stopped on 
the Chicago nes. That uoder such circum- 
stances the business interests of this city must 
there can de but litile doubt. 
Already the millers of Wisconsin and Minnesota 
refuse to sbip their flour to che East via Chica- 
go on account of the oppressive rates charged by 
tue Chicago lines. A deputation of these gentle- 
men will be in the city to-day, aed bold a 
conference sith the railroad mauagers, for the 
purpose of inducing them to give them the same 
privileges via (Chicago that they get via other 
places. They also claim that the difference be- 
tween the rates for grain and flour is altogether 
out of proportion, and calculated to drive the 
Western millers out of the business altogeiher, 
as they cannot compete with the Eastern ones.

RAILROADS FREBD FBOM CERTAIN EXPENSES. 


The Supreme Court bas recently decided 
against the constitutionality of the State law 
requiring railroads to be liable for burial ex- 
peuses of persons who die or are killed on their 
cars. The decision, which is by Justice Breese, 


is a6 foliows: 

This was an appeal from the judgment of the Marion 
Circuit Court, rendered at the Octover term, 187u, up- 
on the following agree’ state of facts: 

It was agreed in this case that, during the year 1859, 
three persons were run overand killed by trains on 
the railroad of appellanis in Mazion County, and the 
appeliee being Coroner of said county at the time, held 
ah inquest in each case, the expenses of which, togeth- 
er with the cost of burial, amount m the aggregaie to 
1. 6, that if appellant was in law liable to the appel- 
lee, upon the facts stated, for the above amount, then 
judgment sanouid be rendered in for of appeilee 
efor, and if not 60 liable, then judgment should be 

or appeliant, with right to either party to appeal. 

In 1855 the General Arsembly of this State passed an 
act entitled A act to provide for the burial of the 
dead o-curring on rvilroads, and in and by vehicles 
cactying passengnrs,” in the second section of which it 
is provided that every railrosd company running 
cars within this State shall be liable fer all the expense 
of the Corner and his inquest, and the burial of all 

ons who may die on the cars, or who may be killed 
y collision, or other accident occurring to such cars, 
or otherwise, 

And any Coroner, city, town, or person who shal! 
take charge of and decently inter any such body or 
corpse, or cause an inquest to be held over such 
carpee, shell have cause of action against such com- 
mer, before any court having competent jurisdic- 

en. 


It is insisted b appeals that this statute fs not 
within the constitutional competency of the General 
Assembly to enact, as it places the burden of these ex- 
penaes upon the railroad companies, which, in other 
cases of like nature, is placed upon the estate of the 
deceased, or upon ihe county in which the accident 
may occur. This is the general law, 

It may, very pertinently, be asked, why this distinc- 
tion? Ou what principle is it that raijroad corpora- 
tions, without any fault on their shail be com- 

ed to pay changes which in other cases are borne 
y the property of tne deceased or, in default thereof, 
by the county in whieb the accident occurred ? 

Au examipation of the section will show that no de- 
fault or negligence of any kind need be este blished 
against the railroad company, but they are muleted in 

vy if, notwithstanding ali their care and 
caution, @ death should occur on one of their cars, no 
matter how cau even if by the party's own hand, 
8 by these corporations is lawful, and 
t public benefit, It is not claimed that the 
liability attaches for a violation of any law, the omis- 
sion of any duty, or the want of any per care and 
ekill in running their trains; the ty is not aimed 
at anything of this kind, We say penalty, for it is in

The aauual report 
shows total revenues for the fiscal year ending 
Sept. 30 of $14,426,652, a decrease compared 
with 1874 of $520,538; pet earnings. $4,490,008 ; 
surplus fund, $24,023,566, which exceeds the en- 
tire mortgage indebtedness of the Company by 
$5,307,232. The report showe a steady and con- 
tinued annual e.yansion of tonnage of through 
merchandise, East and West. The parsenger- 
eatwings exbibit an merease of $94,774. The 
report says it is believed that the enormous 
losses thrown npon the roadways of the country 
by assauits made on the Baltimore & Ohio Com- 
pany will cause a wiser policy to be generally 
adopted and maintained in the future.

FIRE-ALARM. TELEGRAPH, 


Instances of the Defective State 
of the Wires. 


They Touch Houses and Posts and Are 
Buried Under Lumber. 


The Repairers Should Attend to Their 
Business, a 


A Triscne reporter in hig rounds yesterday 
had his attention directed to che present bad 
condition of our flre-alarm telegraph wires. 
What he saw econvinééd him that the complaints 
oa this score have been perfectly well grounded. 
The wires were badly put up, and have received 
80 little attention since they were put up that 
their condition is anything but what it should be 
to insure the proper communication of alarms to 
the Central Station. A few instances of ecare- 
lessness in the service are given. To mention 
all the reporter saw would be to devote e good 
deal of yaluable space to the subject. What is 
given, it is thought, will be quite seufficient to 
impress upon the public the importance of the 
fact, and the neecssity for improvement. If the 
Superintendent of the city flre-alarm telegraph 
could take time from other duties and give this 
matter his personal attention, and eee that the 
abuses referred to were corrected, then would the 
public be sure that their property is in a fair way 
of being protected, so far as the sending in of 
alarms is concerned; and then we should have 
no need of a $60,000 appropriation for the par- 
pose of replacing the present system of placing 
the wires around glass insulators on the house- 
top with long and unsightly poles on our princi- 
pal thoroughfares. The present plan is well 
enough if properly carried out. 

PASSING ALONG MADISON STREET, 

the first instance of a bad job was at the north- 
west corner of Madison and LaSalle Streets. 
The wires connected with the box are 
twisted and beat into all sorts of 
shapes, frequently touching the  tele- 
graph pole, so that perfect inaulation 
is out of the question.

Settling the Powers of the Super- 
intendent of Buildings. 


He Cannot Arbitrarily Order a Building 
to Be Torn Down. 


The Much-Tried Sanger Case Up for Its 
Third Trial, 


Record of Judgments, New Suits, Eto. 


THE FIRE ORDINANCE. 
POWERS OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF BUILDINGS. 

The motion for an injunction in the case of 
Jane B. Stow vn. Michael B. Bailey, postponed 
from Saturday, came up before Judge Moore 
yesterday morning, The bill, which was reported 
in Trisone, set out that the com- 
plainant owned two buildings on West Randolph 
street, coroer of Canal, that they were damaged 
by fire, but not to the extent or 50 per cent, and 
that she began to repair them after the fire, but 
was restrained by M. B. Balley, the Superintend- 
ent of Buildings, from so doing. She therefore 
filed a bill to restrain him from interfering with 
her in making her proposed repairs. 

After reading the bill, Mr. Gondy, solicitor 
for the compjainaat, stated that Bailey pretended 
te act under sn ordimance which created « 
Superinteadeat of Buildings, but that such or- 
dinance gave him no power to make laws in 
such ap arbitrary manner as he proposed to do, 
but that, if the buildings in question were nui- 
sances, the Superintendent could proceed by due 
process of law to abate them. No power, how- 
ever, was given him to tear down a building 
summarily, 

Mr. Tutbill, en behalf of Mr. Bailey, then 
read the Jatter’s answer, In it defendant set 
out that the buildings Nos. 28 and 30 West Ban- 
dolph street were old and dilapidated to such an 
extent as to render them unsafe and highly 
@angerous, and that they were only rented to 
gach tenante* as were pot at all partioular 
about their residences. Tue buildings were 
also g badiy built that they were very likely to 
catch fire, and No, 25 was in the late fire dam- 

aged much more than 50 per cent of its value.

The afidavits of Herman von Langen, John 
Agnew, Ole Oleson, and George N. Houghton, 
were also read on behalf of the defendant. 
These were ail tothe effect that the buildings 
were very old and dangerous, 1 that the 
ehimmeys and flues were #0 poo < the constructed 
that they were very heple to catch tire, reudering 
them dangerous to other buildings in the peigh- 
borhood. 

The counsel then stated that the act of 1872, 
io regard to the esteolishment of fire limites, 
gaye the right te tear down buildings when dam- 
aged more than 50 per cent. The new act, un- 
der which Bailey acted, gave the power also 
to destroy dangerous dulidings. The houses 
bad been red a nuisance and proved to be 
such by the affidavite filed. The answer bad de- 
nied ali the allegations of the bill, and no ground 
was therefore left on which to base a motion for 
an in junction. 

Mr. Goudy then read the affidavits of Silas 
MeBride and A. Watson, and two carpenters, 
who each valned the building at about $1,500, 
and estimated the damages at $300. They also 
offered to repair all damages caused by the fire 
for that mount. Mr. Goudy argued that Mr. 
Bailey's duty was not to create a marble-pal- 
ace tocrecy. No man could be deprived of his 
property without compensation being given him, 
except in the case ofa nuisance. It was claimed 
that the Superintendent bad diacretionary power 
to declare dangerous buildings nuigances, and 
institute such stepe as may be necessary to abate 
them. But he could det do so arbitrarily. 

Judge Moore said he thought he did not fully 
understand the defendant’s position, and asked 
Mr. Tuthall to explain more tully bis idea of the 


law. 

Mr. Tuthill then said that under the new jaw 
the Superintendens had power to declare a build- 
ing a nuisance and take euch steps as a 
sary to abate it, bis opinion, that gave him 
power to tear the building down at once, 

The Judge, however, thonght that was going 
too far. The owner had n to make repairs 
80 as to abate the nuisance f, and ia his 
ree the Superintendent could not tear a 
building down unless it was so clearly dangerous 
— there could be no doubt on the subject. He 

fore made an order allowing a temporary 
injunction, on the complainant giving bond in 
the sum of $1,000. So the old rooxeries will be 
Tepaired.

SUPREME COURT CASES. 
. CHINESE IMMIGRATION. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune. 

Wasurxoron, D. C., Nov, 15.—An important 
question affecting the question of Chinese im- 
migration into the United States will be heard in 
the Supreme Court on the ith of January, it 
having been advanced on the docket on motion 
of Attorney-General Pierrepont, who appears as

Postmaster-General Jxwrrr's annual re- 
port was yesterday submitted to the Presi- 
dent. Among other interesting items of 
information the report shows that the total 
cost of inlgnd mail transportation for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1875, was $15,353,- 
369, there being an increase of 8,776 miles in 
the length of routes as compared with 1874, 
but a decrease of $48,688 in theost of main- 
taining the service. 

The Common Couucil last evening passed

In 1874 our State led New York by $237,358, 
and jin 1875 this excess was increased to 
$2,395,745. It is also a notable fact that the 
First District of Illinois has paid during 1875 
excise taxes amounting to $7,839,299—a sum 
exceeding the internal revenue collections in 
any entire State, excepting only Illinois, New 
York, Ohio, and Kentucky. 


It has been ascertained that the plot to se- 
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Superior Court yesterday in à suit brought 
for an injunction to restrain the Superintend- 
ent of Buildings from tearing down a batch of 
wooden rookeries recently damaged by fire. 
The owner claimed to have complied with 
the law in obtaining a certificate to show 
that the damage amounted to less than 50 per 
cent of the value of the buildings. The Su- 
perintendent, however, made a much larger 
estimate of the damage, and undertook to 
tear down the houses. The Court held for 
the owner,—in this case a woman,—deciding 
that she had complied with the law, and had 
a right to repair her property in spite of the 
judgment of the Superintendent that the 
buildings were a nuisance and ought to be 
torn down. The effect of the decision is to 
deny the power of the Superintendent of 
Buildings to arbitrarily exercise some of the 
most important functjons contemplated in 
the ordinance creating the o and defining 
its duties,—the power to ifn an unsafe 
building to be a nuisance/ and to proceed 
forthwith to tear it down. The decision im- 
plies that the courts will require that a due 
process of law shal! be had before a building 
is condemned as unsafe and torn down as a 
nuisance. 


To-day the members of the Institut Cana- 
dien, backed by the soldiery and police of 
Montreal, will make a second formal attempt 
to inter the bones of their fellow member, 
Guisorp.

“ ASCEPHALOUS GOVERNMENT” AGAIN. 

The brilliant conception of a headless Gov- 

ernment which emanated from the Times 
last winter has found a partisanship in Mil- 

waukee, where some sort of an association 

has been formed under the name of the 

Radical Democracy.” Just how numerous, 
powerful, and far-reaching this association is, 

we have no means of knowing; but it has at 
least a Secretary of a National Executive 
Committee, who is engaged in sending out 
memorials to Congress to get a sufficient 
number of signatures to awe that bedy into 
respectful attention. Three of these memo- 
rials have come to us so far, and tiey are al- 
ready enough to precipitate the American 
Government into complete doukeversement ; 
any further issue in the same direction will 
not leave, so to speak, a grease-spot of our 
present system. 

The recommendations of the Radical De- 
mocracy are mainly suggested by the Swiss 
Republic, except that the new sect of Radi- 
cals go much further. Tilmir theory is that 
all powers are derived from the people,” 
and they conceive this tomean that no power 
should he delegated, but that all laws and 
acts affecting the people should be submitted 
to popular vote. This is the logical conelu- 
sion of the changes they recommend. In 
the same spirit they are also opposed to all 
“ partition of power,” as this is in antagon- 
ism to the centralizafion of power in the peo- 
ple. These are the principles of the Radi- 
cal Democracy,” as we have gathered them 
from the perwsal of some long documenis 
written in the vague style peculiar to radical 
philosophers. They are not, it will be ot. 
served, in the direction of responsbble 
government,” as conceived and applied in 
the most enlightened countries, which raight 
be approximated more closely in our country 
with some decitled advantages; but they 
tend rather to the rise and expansion of uni- 
versal suffrage, which most practical ob- 
servers of our political system have con- 
claded to be sufficiently extensive already for 
the good of the people. 

The first radical reform suggested by the 
new order of Democrats is the abolition of 
the Presidency ; the next, the abolition -of 
the United States Senate; the third, “ the 


sentatives, and the ratification by the people’s 
vote of all important legislative enactments.” 
We don’t see how they could well recom- 
mend a more summary revolution at one 
stroke. The President is to be abolished be- 
cause he is a copy of royalty ; because he is 
elected by an electoral college instead of 
popular vote; because he presents an auto- 
cratic front to the legislative power; because 
he is a representative of the system of par- 
tition of powers”; because he is a con- 
stantly menacing, constantly growing cause

fortable once in a while to recall scan of our 
members of Congress, but, on the other 
hand, Congressional elections once every 
two years are quite frequent enough, and, if 
they could be held at any time anybody 
should see fit to demand, we doubt whether 
the majority would be changed any oftener 
than it is now, in which case there would be 
all the cost and trouble of an election with- 
out accomplishing amything. The next 
change is that no important law shall come 
into force until it shail have been sanctioned 
by the majority of the people.” As there is 
no rule for drawing a line between the im- 
portant and unimportant laws, this would 
virtually provide for a popular vote on every 
act passed by the National Legislature, and 
we presume the same would apply to the 
various State Legislatures. And it does not 
seem to be determined whether the law shall 
be adopted or rejected as a whole, or whether 
it shall apply io those States or districts 
where it is ratifie’; but not in those where it 
is rejected. 

A moment' reflection on these propositions 
of the ‘* Ry dieal Democracy will show that 
there would be a constant and uninterrupted 
series Of elections from one end of this con- 
tinent v the other, and that the conscientious 
and ps triotie American citizen would have to 
give ip home, business, and friends to devote 
himself exclusively to the ballot-box. We 
Rave no doubt there are certain classes of 
people who would be glad to do this sort of 
‘thing, and the Radical Democrats may be 
among them, but they are limited as to num- 
ber. Most of us can’t afford it, fascinating as 
the occupation would be. So, for the present, 
it may perhaps be better for Congress to con- 
fine itself to more practical matters of 
greater practical import, and leave these 
radical ‘‘ reforms to some future generation 
of Congressmen. 


REVIVAL OF AMERICAN MANUFACTURING. 

The revolution in the dry-goods trade con- 
tinues. The manufacturers have profited by 
the severe lessons taught by the panic. When 
that panic struck them, they had immense 
stocks of goods on hand, and their only mar- 
ket, the domestic one, was suspended. Un- 
like the manufacturers of other countries, 
they had not made goods to export; had 
made them for the exclusive home market 
which fifteen years of protection had been 
building for them. They could not export, 
because their goods had been made at pro- 
tected prices, and they could not sell at home, 
‘because consumption had practically ceased. 
They closed their mills, or worked them on 
Short time, dismissed their operatives, and 
waited until they could reduce their stocks 
on hand. 

The revolution in the trade consists in the 
manufacture of cottons for the exportation, 
as well as for the domestic trade, and they 
have discovered that they can manufacture 
cotton goods, and sell them in foreign coun- 
tries at a profit, and the trade once begun 
promises a wonderful increase. The New 
York Times of the 14th inst. contains the 
following:

While as yet there have been discovered in the Black 
Hills no deposits of gravel sufficiently rich in gold to 
be profitably worked in the primitive manner, with 
pan or rocket, yet there are many bars in the Harney’s 
Peak field, especialiy upon Spring Creek, the forks of 
Oastle and Rapid Creeks, and the valleys of those 
mountain streams, which, when skillfully worked by 
gangs of miners with sluices, will yiekl @ good return 
for the labor employed and the moderate capital re- 
quired to be invested, 

That part of the report which touches upon 
the ugricultural resources of the Hills is pe- 
culiarly interesting. While the ‘plains out of 
which the Hills arise are scantily watered, the 
Hills themselves are well watered, there be- 
ing scarcely a day from May to August with- 
out one or two showers, and yet, owing to 
the dryness of the atmosphere, the climate is 
said to be very healthy. As to the arable 
qualities of the region. the report says: 

The area of land suitable for culti\sation ir, from the 
mountainous character of the regio, limited, as com- 
pared to the vast area embraced in ‘he Hilis; but the 
soil along the streams and in more of the valleys is 
deep and fertile, and will be suffick mt for the require- 
ments of the population which thes Hills will support 
as a stock-raising emmunity. I. should judge, from 
the observations which I have had the opportunity to 
make, that at least one-twentieth of the 3,000 square 
miles embraced in the Black HiRes may be fairly de 
scribed as arabie lands, and that am ong these lands iy- 
ing near the streams and continuous through the hilly 
country, sre large tracts of land foaming the slopes of 
the hilisides, which, while not arable, will afford fine 
grazing, thus largely enhanchmg the value of lands to 
which they are contiguous. Among the rocky areas of 
the Harney’s Peak range and in the northern portion 
of the Hills, there are regions where the grasses are 
compsratively wasting; but generally throughout the 
whole ares of the Hills s lurmriant growth of the finest 
grasses is to be found, en covering the ground 
under the shids of the piu trees. The elevated di- 
vides between the strearas, the abundance and fine 
quality of the grasses, and the shelter afforded to stock 
by the densely timbered slopes and deep valleys, will 
make ita region well adapted to stock-raising pur- 
poses. 

The extracts Which we have made contain 
the most valuable parts of the report, and 
they sustain the opinions which have been 
expressed by Tue Trisune heretofore rela- 
tive to the mining resources of the region, 
and the rebukes which it has been called 
upon to administer to certain reckless news- 
papers in the intérests of agents and specula- 
tors for advising people to rush pell-mell to 
the Black Hills, with the expectation of find- 
ing gold in unlimited quantiti It is evi- 
dent from this report that gold is not to be 
had merely for the going, and that those who 
go there expecting to find gold without labor, 
machinery, and capital, are doomed to be dis- 
appointed. It is evident still further from 
the general tone of the report that if the 
Black Hills are settled in future, it will be 
rather on account of their adaptation to crop 
and stock raising, and their abundant growth

CITY GOVERNMENT. 

Gov. TrupEn sent a special message to the 
New York Legislature, last May, on munici- 
pal government. He pointed out the evils 
inseparable from the mixed system of civic 
administration, the fruit of bungling legisla- 
tion in the past, and urged the necessity of 
adopting a permanent and uniform plan for 
the government of cities The Legislature 
passed a joint resolution the same month, 
providing for the appointment by the Goy- 
ernor of a Commission of not more than 
twelve persons, whose duty it shall be to 
devise a plan for the government of cities, 
and to report the same to the next Legisla- 
ture.” Oddly enough, Gov. Trpen has 
never taken any further action in the matter. 
The Commission has not been appointed. It 
is to be hoped that the delay is nothing more 
than an oversight, and that the special mes- 
sage, which, when first published, attracted 
the attention of the whole country, will end 
in something better than an unexecuted reso- 
lution. 

The question of the best form of munici- 
pal government in this country isa wholly 
unsettled one. The bitter experience of rob- 
bery and corruption has shown that our pres- 
ent forms are radically bad, but unfortunato- 
ly no bright experience of faithful and econom- 
ical government has yet shown us what sub- 
stitute can be advantageously adopted. The 
charters of English cities are full of hints, 
but none of them can be adopted as a whole. 
No English municipality is under the control 
of its criminal classes, and the Boss is not 
an English institution. The government of 
trans-Atlantic civie corporations is oli- 
garchical, for in mmy cities the mass 
of the population ‘is disfranchised On 
this side of the ocean, our institutions are al- 
most purely democmatic. We are sorry to 
say that the practical results of the oligarchy 
seem to be much better than those of the de- 
mocracy. But we believe that the demo- 
cratic theory is the right one, and that its bad 
results in practice are due to defects in the 
machinery of manicipal government rather 
than in the motive power. Itis better that 
the poor and ignorant should wield ballots, 
as they do here, than bludgeons, as they do 
in England.

Drugs act, goes into force in England next

Customs are given certain extraordinary

markable correspondence between the Com- 
missioners and a firm of London tea-mer- 
chants has recently been published, much to 
the horror of devotees of the cup that cheers. 

The firm inquired whether the Commissianers 
meant to confiscate all adulterated tea after 
Jan. 1, and explained that such a course 
would put a summary stop to the supply of 
green tea, inasmuch as evéry particle of that 
tea is “* faced.” 
paraphrase for ‘‘ adulterated.” 
rather startling disclosure, the London Times 
has published a number of letters pro and 
con. The upshot of the discussion has been 
to re-establish che facts which Taz Tareunz 
laid before the public some years ago, when 
was exposed the poisonous humbug sold and 
drank as green tea. 


Most of the varieties are, however, too mild 
to satisfy a palate used to pickles, and mus- 
tards, and pepper-sauces, and like condiments.

Opening of the Case Against 
McDonald at St. Louis. 


Speech for the Prosecution by Dis- 
trict-Attorney Peddrick. 


The Crooked Modus Operandi Held 
Pp for Popular Contem- 
plation. 


Statement that the Late Collector Ford 
Was One of the Ring of Five. 


The Distillers Assessed by Megrue 
Ostensibly for Campaign 
Purposes. 


McDonald Is Glum and Defiant 
and Will Remain So. 


Joyce Inducted to His Cell in the Jef- 
ferson City Penitentiary. 


THE COURT-ROOM. 
GREAYL INTEREST. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 15.—The United States 
Court-room was literally packed this morning by 
an immense crowd of spectators, who had come 
to witness the opeuing of the case against ex- 
Supervisor McDonald for whisky frands. This 
trial is regarded as the most momentous and ex- 
citing which has taken place since the com- 
mencement of the war on the Whisky Ring. It 
possesses an enhanced interest from the fact 
that it is the first of the crooked cases 
which affords the public an insight 
into the real nature and active work- 
ings of the Ring. Both the defendant 
and the prosecution were represented by strong 
delegations of lawyers. When the case was 
called the Government at once announced its 
readiness for trial. Judge Krum, counsel for 
the defendant, asked that the case be laid over 
for a few days until certain papers could be re- 
ceived from Washington. The District Attorney 
promptly objected to any postponement, and, 
after further argument, Judge Treat nipped in 
the bud this little game for further delay by de- 
ciding that a continuance was not warrantable, 
and that the trial must proceed. A jury was 
immediately impaveled, consisting of citizens 
from interior counties. The defense rejected 
the only three St. Louis resideats who were 


were called.

charges specifically that, on the Ist day of Sep- 
tember, 1872, Macklot Thompson did carry on 
the business of a distiller in St. Louis with in- 
tent to defraud the United States of the imposed 
tax upon the spirits disulied by bim, and that 
Joho McDonald, being a Supervisor of luternal 
Revenue, having knowledge of said violation of 
the Interna! Revenue laws, failed to return the 
same in writing to his * next superior 
olficer, viz.. the Commissioner of — 
nal Revenue. The second count charges 
that. knowing of the illegai removal 
of spirits by said Thompson, be failed to put 
him uoder oath, and to make an examination of 
the distillers’ books, papers, and premises. Tae 
succeeding counts charge: a failure to examine 
into aod report simular alleged violations of the 
Internal Revenue laws on the part of Peter Cur- 
ran, Alfred Bevis, Edward B. Frazer, and Ru- 
dolph Ulrich. In the last two counts MeDonald 
is charged with 14 with Joyce and the 
distillers named to defraud the Government. 
One charge of cheating tue Government out of 
the tax on 1,000 gallons of whisky is specifically 
set forth.

PEDDRICK: 
HIS STATEMENT OF WHAT I8 TO BE PROVEX, 
Speci Dispatap to The Chicago Tribune, 

Sr. Lovis, Nov. 15.—After the ponderous in- 
dictment had been read to-day, Assistant District 
Attorney W. F. Peddrick opened for the prose- 
cution in a speech of great fei vor and length. 
During its delivery the jury and audience were 
spelibound. it was a terrible arraignment of 
McDonald and the entire whisky ring, logical, 
eloquent, scathing, and brimful of most damn- 
ing charges. The following memoranda from 
Peddrick’s speech contain substantially the 
criminpial acts which the prosecution expects to 
prove. McDonald's active connection with the 
ring will be established to the full satisfaction 
of the jury. McDonald was as bad as Joyce, but 
more reserve in his manner of approaching the 
whisky-ring question and more guarded in his 
expressions. The Government bas in its pos- 
session letters showing that Joyce and McDon- 
ald asked Megrue to come to St. Louis for the 
purpose of organizing the ring. Beavis & 
Frazer were the first distillers, and Ulriei the 
last, to join the ring. They commeaced opera- 
tions im the fall of 1871. Megrue was the ring 
cashier until the Presidential election. He then 
left St. Louis, but the ring was reorganized, 
and Fitzroy vas made casiier. J. W. Brad- 
shaw, a revenue officer from Wash- 
ington, came here in the spring 
of 1872. He discovered fraud. Megrue 
met him at the Southern Hotel, and went with 
bim to the house of Macklot Thompson, a distil- 
ler,and that night $10,000 were paid, one-third by 
Beavis & Frazer, one-tnird by Ulrici, and one- 
third by Thompson & Busby. 

A FAVORABLE REPORT 
was then made at Washington. The stipulation 
agreed upon gave one-half to the ring, but fre- 
quently Joyce would extort upon one pretext or 
another an additional eum. The Supervisor is 
appointed by the President, and his du- 
ties were light and his pay heavv, and 
yet he not only winked at the action of 
his inferiors, but really drove him and others 
into the Ring. The house of Uirict, the distiller. 
was threatened with seizure because it permitted 
mash to run from the tub faster than the law 
allowed, and this threat was made to force Ulrici 
into the ring. in 1871 John McDonald was Su- 
per visor, and John A. Joyce was a Special Agent 
of the Government in McDonaid'’s office. Me- 
grue was a third patty in interest, and acted as 
& go-between to collect money from tne dis-

They are to be 2 inches wide 
sod 3 of an inch tt ick, this ring to pe taken off 
when the pile is driven. When following piles 
are used the heads of leading piles mast be 
carefully trimmed off, and the followmg pile be 
furnished witb by A inch wrought-iron. 
The pe is to the two piles with a 1 
by 43¢ inch plug or dowel, one-half in the fol- 
lowing one-half in the leading pile. 

ANOTHER IMPORTANT POINT. 

The next vital point is the hammer to be used 
for the purpose of driving the piles. The speci- 
fications provide that it shall be im weight no 
less than 3.500 pounds, with a fall of no less 
than 10 and 16 feet, as may be directed by the 
architect. 


When the pile exhibits a descent of not more 
than 3 inches under three blows of the ham- 
mer. falling 10 feet, then the contractor may 
cut off the pile. This gives a resistance power 
qual to 225¢ tons to the square foot on the 
bearing surface of the foundations, and is reg- 
ulated to 31¢ tons of the superincumbent weight 
of the structare. 

This gives « ratio between the bearing power 
of the piles and the “y =" of the structure of

deductions shall be made for deficits not exceed-

From the above it cn easily be understood 
what a nice little pile Herms would make if his 
resent short and crooked piles were allowed 10 
drivep into the ground. The contractor bas 
bid upon a basis of 50 fest for ‘all piles, except 
the sheathing piles, as shown on the piling 
plan which accompanies the specificaticns. 
In all there will be 1.850 foundation-piles, and 
these were bid for inalump. The cheathiug- 
piles are a coveriog for the foundation, and are 
20 teet long and 14 inches in diameter for their 
full leugth. In regard to the formation, it has 
been said that the d is underiaid with a 
stratum of — 20d that 6 building, such 
as is proposed to be erected, will sink if not 
placed on a pile foundation. A solid basis is 
r 50 feet, though Architeet Tilley exnects

THE WRONG SIDE. 

In regard to specifications of the dimensions 
of the bucts, the gentleman said that ther 
should have been just the other wav. ‘The ends 
should pave called for a dimension of from 12 to 
10 inches—not less than 10. Then the butts 
would have been compelled to be sufficiently 
large for support. As it is now, the butts may 
be 14 and 16 inches, while the piles may 
taper down to 6 inches at the foot.

The bark Draco is the oldest veesel in the 
United States. She was built at Duxbury by 
Benden and Charles Drew in 1824, and now is 
over fifty-one years old. The Draco was built 
in the most thorough manner and of the best 
materials—pasture cak—and if no accident oo- 
curs may live as long in the future as she has in 
the past. She is 281 tone register, iouble deck, 
originally a brig, but altered into a bark in 1834. 
She was first employed in the freighting busi- 
ness; then sold to P. 4 G. Flint & Co. for the 
South American trade; next she passed to 
uel J. Bridge, Joseph Knowles, and E. Tucker 
Osborn for the Australian trade, and was finally 
sold to Mr. J. Bourne, Jr., of New Bedford, for 
a whaler.and has long been engaged io that 
business. Ihe Draco was well knowa in Boston 
oy years ago, and was a favorite vessel with 
all ber owners, as she was almost always for- 
tuvate in making profitable voyages for them. 
In 1834, the Draco, in a voyage from Valparaiso 
to Swansea, Wales, loaded beavily witb a cargo 
of cop ore, passed through the Straits of 
Magellan,—the only vessel of considerable size 
that ever made the passage before that time or 
since.

BUSINESS NOTES,

In addition to the changes in the location of 
business houses mentioned a few days ago in 
Tue Tamenz, the following, which possess 
more than ordivary interest, are now published:

* GRAND JURIES. 
HOW THEY ARE MADE UP. 
The Grand Jury for the December term of the 
Criminal Court was drawn yesterday afternoon, 
by the Board of County Commissioners. The 
process of selecting a jury is very simple. Each 
member of the Board writes, savy five names, 
on separate slips of paper, and the same are 
gathered into a bat and shaken up. A com- 
mittee is then appointed to draw from the hat 
the necessary names forthe jury. The work is 
as speedy as simple, yet there is something in- 
explicable to an ordinary mind about the result 
when the names drawn from month to month 


are compared, especially since the names put in 
the bat are al says different. In looking over the 
list drawn lest month, four names are found of 
persons who are jurors this month. and io looking 
over the list drawn yesterday it is found thas J. 
R. Gaskins is either the most fortunate or un- 
fortunate of men, and the same will appear if 
the lists for months back are examined. ow it 
is that his name should be se frequently drawn 
canuot be accounted for, except on the supposi- 
tion that the ordinary laws of chance are kindly 
suspended for G. If the same good luck attends 
him in drawing for a full or a flush that he 
has in drawing for a grand juror, the most 
expert poker-player in the West may beware of 
him. It may be that two or three Commission- 
ers cumniate on Gaskins,—cast a solid five 
apiece for him, —but that would aot fully aoc- 
count for his inexplicable luck. 

The pian of arawing the jury, as given above, 
is plain, yet out of the seventy-five name to be 
drawn from it ty ae almost impossible to 
avoid drawing J. Gaskins” as one of the 
twenty-three! His good luck in being 80 
frequently drawn is a hardship that ought 
not to be so rigidly inflicted,—a torturing pro- 
cess to which no good citizen should be so con- 
tinuously subjected. 

A year ago, it will be remembered, Judge Tree 
took occasion to sympathize with Mr. G., and to 
call the State’s Attorney's attention to the fact 
that it was unjast and impoiitic to impose upon 
him the duty of Grand Juror term after 
term, and at the same timea thoughtful at- 
toruey raised the same point to invalidate an im- 
portant iodictment. Oa occasions where Mr. 
Gaskins is not drawn, be has appeared equal- 
ly powerless to avert jury service, for when a 

eputy Sheriff bas been sent to fill the el, 
owiag to his negligence to serve the list drawn, 
which is a monthly occurrence, he is sure to 
meet Mr. G. on the steps or in the halls, and 
to claim him as the first victim. Iustances are 
known in the history of Grand Juries where 
others have been gobbled up for several success- 
ive terms, but the certainty of Mr. G.’s name 
getting among the jurors month after month is 
remarkable. Whether he was predestined for 
jury service has become a question in bis mind, 
which he meditates on day after day as he climbs 
the lofty steps leading to the jary-room, and, as 
he snatches his daily nap listening to the tales 
of anxious witnesses, he no doubt dreams of the 
Deputy who has so often told him to report for 
duty every month and save bim the trouble of 
serving the subpona, or hunting him on the 
street. 

Mr. Gaskins, from bis long experience, must 
be invaluable in the jury-room. It is said by 
bis fellow-members that he is a good pet man, 
and that at taking evidence he has few superiors. 
But, if he must be forced on the jury every 
month against his will, he onght to aban- 
don the habit of carrying t evidence 
taken before the jury around io his pocket 
where it can be stolen by persons who know its 
whereabouts. Then the evidence taken by him 
would vot subsequently appear in print, and the 
reporters would cease to be reviled by the 
courts for their supposed invasion of the jury's 
‘secret chambers.

THE SALARY QUESTION. 

The Comméattes on Public Service, to whom 
was referred tho matter of tising the salaries of 
county employes, had its :epors about ready yes- 
terdar, but conoinded not to submit it. 

It is generally beiieved that the Committee has 
weakened and backed down from its 
early announced purpose to make sweep- 
ing reductions, and that the  origi- 
nal announcement was made in bad 
faith, and simply to get up a reputation as good 
public servants, So. fir as the report agreed up- 
on has been prepared it shows uuwarrauted dis- 
crimination in favor of the pets of the Commit- 
tee. For instance, the Jailer’s and County At- 
toroey’s salaries remain as they are, and the As- 
sistant State's Attorney’s has been increased 
$500. It is well known that the Committee know 
nothing whatever of the services of the Assist- 
aut State’s Attorney, unless they gained a 
knowledge in the late Harms-Periolat 
investigauon before the Grand Jury, in which 
they were witgesses. That jury, it will be re- 
membered, stepped aside from its duty to adopt 
a resolution along with its report lauding Birch, 
but some of the witnesses took an entirely dif- 
ferent view of the matter, as the files of Tux 
Tarsonsz a few dave ago will show. In ali this 
there may be reason for the discrimimat oo in 
this particular case, while in the other cases the 
cause is apparent. There is no doubt but the 
report will be revised, but whether it will be pre- 
sented to the present Board or not is a question. 


CITY-HALL. 


The collections of city taxes yesterday were 
$11,000, 

The City Treasurer paid $54,000 to laborers 
on public works, yester@ay. 

Water rates produced $3,133 for the treasury 
yesterday, and other taxes $4,374. 

According to the now charter, the office of 
City Marshal cannot be abolished antil the

THE LAKE-FRONT.

—composing the Special Committee on the sale 
of the Laxe-Front, met to consider that matter 
yesterday afternoon. Ald. Cullerton presided, 
and said President Douglas, of the Illinois Cen- 
tral. had been repeatediy invited to attend the 
Committee meetings, but had not done so. He 
hoped the matter would be decided at once, so 
far as the Committee was concerned. 

Ald. Hildreth said the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road had not decided to aet in the purchase of 
the ground, and thought the Council should be 
asked to dismies the Committee. 

Ald. Clark, of the Fifth Ward, moved that the 
Chairman be instructed to draw up a report of 
the Committee's work, without any recommenda- 
tion, and the motion was adopted. 

A motion of Ald. Hildreth that the Council be 
recommended to instruct the Comptroller to as- 
certain from the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
whether they intend to buy the Lake-Front or 
not was adopted. 

The Committee also decided to recommend 
that the Comptroller be instructed to advertise 
for proposals for the sale of the Lake-Front, and 
then adjourned.

GEN. N. P. BANKS. 
Republic Will 


He Decides that the 
Endure. 

“The Republic: Will It Endure?” was the 
subject of a brilliant and eloquent discourse in 
the Star Course by Gen. N. P. Banks, the soidier 
and politician, at Plymouth Church, last evening, 
and it was enjoved by an audience large in num- 
bers and quite appreciative. The lectme 
was supplemented by a few words on the 
right of the people to govern themselves 
and the sources whenc it sprang, the speaker tak- 
ing the ground that in all ages and iu all na- 
tions the sovereign people had assertod their 
right to govern, and this inherent and traditional 
privilege the people of this country bad assumed, 
aod it was the height of their political aspira- 
tions and desires. The landing of the early se: 
tlers was sketched, and dilated upon as the 
dawn of an era of enlightened pub- 
lio opinion, and the great Centeqnial 
anniversary now approaching was pointed to as 
the theme of ail the world, and the nations of 
the Old World asked if the Republic of Wash- 
ington and Liberty would endure? It had been 
predicted that the experiment was a failure, aud 
would soon totter as another Babel. 

Democratic government was a leading point of 
the lecture, and the speaker asked, Why shouid 
it not endure? What grievous 
had it done? In all ages of the worla the elect- 
ive principle had received the Divine and hu- 
man sanction, and jdemocratic goveroment bad 
its inception from the very Creation. Gen. 
Banks referred at length to the history of the 
ancieat Greek, Roman, 

Chinese Governments, 

elective principle had 

the first ages, and was recognized in 
the early European Goveroments. As proof of 
the people's power, he referred to the separation 
of Church and State in Great Britain, the over- 
throw of Papal power in Italy, the revolution in 
France — — and in England, Germany, 
and the paviao countries the recognition 
of the right of the people to have a voice in the 
goveroment of themselves. 

The universal confederation of man through- 
out the world was the goal to which we were 
drit ting, the lecturer said, avd the success of 
American institutions was touched upon as the 

reat step which would lead to that result. 
— — be remarked, darfed the capacity 
of a ple, and placed them in the back- 

round of civilization. To illustrate the 
reedom of the individual in America, 
the speaker referred eloquently to Franklin, 
Fulton. and Morse, and mentioned the valor of 
our soldiers, No mercenary troops, he said, are 
dhe equals of the democratic troops; the latter 
were the Government themselves when in the 
field, and, knowing how much depended upon 
them to sustain free government, fougnt as no 
other soldiers could. potio governments were 
& prey to violence and crime, while our Republic 
offered vo temptations to men who sought 
power and gain. The Presidency was a mere 
magistracy of but four years’ duration, and 
could not be usurped against the people's will. 
The failure of the republics of antiquity was 
no criterion for us. The ancient Republic of 
Athens had failed because it had but 10,000 citi- 
zens and 400,000 slaves. In those ancient re- 
publics the people repounced ail la- 
and were Republics of 
slaves. They were aristocracies without 
nobility, and democracies without people. In 
America we had no master, but every man was a 
sovereign himself, and labor was universal and 
profitable, The spirit of peace and moderation 
animated all classes of the people, and Nature 
had made the Union aod liberty, as our tathers 
had made it, one and inseparable, now and for- 
ever. 

The * of the Republic and the instability 
of public opinion bad been, the speaker said, 
thrust upon us by the oppovents of free govern- 
ment. There is not one question that the peo- 
ple has had to act upon that bas had to be 
changed or revoked, We were patient; for it 
„ a century to settle some 


300 years from the time of Elizabeth to take ad- 
vantage of ths civilization by her. We 
were told of the ingraticude of lios.

hydrorarbons, are burnel for the same 
pose; and just as the constractive material of 
the engine—iron, ete.—is worn awav and ox- 
idized, the constructive material of the muscle 
is worn awer, and this wesring avay is the 
source of the nitrogeious constituents of the 
urine. Tais theory, it is asserted, explains why, 
daring muscular exertion, the excretion of urea 
is little or not at all increased, while tha: of car- 
bonic acid is enormously augmented ; for, in a 
steam - eugiue modera‘ely fired and ready for 
use, the oxidation of iron, etc.. would go oa 
quite equably, aud would not be much i 
by tbe more rapid ring necessary for working, 
but much more coal would be burned when it 
was at work than when it was standing idle. 
This is, in eubstance, an old theory ingeniously 
improved apon.
